The river is navigable for boats a 
diatanci of fifty milae, except ia tiane 
of very low water, from Berlin to 
Ruiuford, (Psnnsoook) Falls. Powow 
poiu; was s very convenient position 
for them, whether they wished to 
ascend Bear River to L. Umbagog, 
strike off from the river to the lower set¬ 
tlements, or go np or down the river 
in their boats. This region was also 
excellent bunting ground for tbe 
moat valued fnra.
